To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster 
Memorial Hall in said Town on the second Tuesday of 
March next at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town-clerk, for the 
ensuing year, one Selectman for three years, two 
Auditors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Prosecuting 
Liquor Agent and Constable for the ensuing year, one 
Library Trustee and one Trustee of Trust Funds for 
three years, and to see if the Town will vote to take 
advantage of the provisions of the act passed at the 
1927 Session of the Legislature, and amended by the 
1929 Session of the Legislature, and authorize the 
Selectmen to employ a Town Manager. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect one or more Highway 
Agents. 

ARTICLE 3. To choose all other necessary 
town officers and agents. 

_ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for repairs of 
highways and bridges in addition to that required by 
law. 

ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay each 
Fireman, legally returned, for the year 1929, in addi- 
tion to that required by law. 

ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the Town 
Library in addition to that required by law. 
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ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay Harri- 
man Post No. 18 to defray expenses of Memorial Day, 
May 30, 1929. 

ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for Town Ex- 
penses for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to hire a sum of money necessary to 
pay Town Expenses in anticipation of taxes for 1929. 


ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to aid and as- 
sist the Huggins Hospital. 

ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the free 
Public Band Concerts for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred (200) 
dollars for the maintenance of a public toilet. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of twelve hundred 
(1200) dollars to assist Wolfeboro Chapter, American 
Red Cross, in the continuing of its District Nursing 
Service. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred (200) 
dollars to pay for a swimming instructor at the bath- 
ing beach. 

ARTICLE 15. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to aid in sup- 
pression of the Gipsy Moth. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand (5000)

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dollars to secure a like sum from the State for the 
maintenance of State Aid Roads in said Town. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of fifty-seven hundred 
and fifty (5750) dollars to secure a like sum from the 
State for the maintenance of Trunk Line Roads in 
said Town.

1929, together with such recomen- 
dations as they may deem advisable.

In connection with the above report of the 
financial status of the Nursing Service, it may be of 
some interest to note some of the other activities of 
the Nurse. | 

She has made many visits not enumerated above. 
This has been done in connection with investigating 
sanitary and domestic conditions, cases of destitution 
and the like. ) 

Backed by the Nursing Committee and assisted 
by the Health Officer many unsatisfactory sanitary 
conditions are in process of improvement. Many 
cases of destitution have been relieved through her ef- 
forts, and by the assistance of the proper authorities. 
Though expected to be on duty only from 8.00 to 5.00, 
and with Saturday afternoons and Sundays as_ her 
own, she has unselfishly and cheerfully made many 
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calis outside of hours and relieved much suffering. 
This was especially true during the Grippe epidemic, 
when she worked to the breaking point. 

When the Nurse has been ill, or on vacation, the 
service has been covered by an able and acceptable 
substitute. 

All in all the Nursing Committee feels that its ef- 
forts to make the town a better place in which to live, 
have not been all together unsuccessful, and that the 
appropriation so cheerfully voted by the town has not 
been wasted.
